Troops and 
foreign residents worked manfully to 
check the fires, but it was not until this 
morning that the flames were under 
control and the city out of danger. 


The loss will be very heavy. During 


the confusion attending the work of 
fighting the fire, native sharpshooters, 
who were concealed In the vicinity of 
the burning quarters, fired upon the 
troops. In the Tondo quarter seven 
members of the Minnesota Regiment 
were wounded, including Capt N. C. 
Robinson of Company C. There was 
the wildest excitement among the 
matives and they were primed for a gen- 
eral uprising. Strong guards were 
stationed everywhere about the town, 
and the natives were awed*into submis- 
sion by £he show of force. Matters are 
quieting down at the time this dis- 
patch is sent 


Ample evidence that the uprising of 


last night was planned is forthcoming. 
It has developed that every house that 
was fired was marked with red paint. 
While the American troops were fight- 
ing fires, hose was repeatedly cut It 
is estimated that fully 1,000 buildings 
were destroyed. There has not been 
much disorder in the city, for policing 
was very strict 


There is firing east of the city today, 


beyond Santa Mesa, but it is mostly 
skirmishing. 


MANILA, Feb. 23.—The dash of the 


insurgents into Tondo this afternoon 
provoked the sharpest fight of the 
week. They took possession of Tondo 
bridge and barricaded the roads. They 
engaged the Thirteenth Minnesota, a 
battalion of the Second Oregon, a bat- 
allon of the Twenty-third Infantry and 
a battalion of the Fourth Cavalry. They 
fought from bouse to house, and finally 
stood on Tondo bridge. They were 
finally driven to the beach, where the 
Monad nock shelled them 
The insur- 


gent loss was hAvy, while that of the 
Americans was alight. 


Attacks were also made on the fronts 


of MacArthur at Caloocan and Hale at 
San Pedro Maeati Both were repulsed, 
the latter with severe losses to the 
rebels 
In the attack of the rebels on 


Tondo cotton mill* C. F Simpson and 
John Ellie, Englishmen, were wound- 
ed, the former severely Gen. Hughes, 
the provost marshal, has led tbe troops 
in fighting the fires In the city, and has 
displayed rape courag* Several Amer- 
ican women have been fired npon in the 
streets ot the city.

When more favor- 
able conditions are reached It. is prob- 
able that the Battalion of Engineers 
now at Honolulu will be returned to the 
United States for muster out, in which 
case they will 'be returned as a whole 
to some central point within the area 
of their enrollment and. then discharged 
•with travel pay from thence to the 
place of -their enlistment. This is .the 
law. 


"There have been a few instances 


where men of this and other regiments 
have been discharged in Honolulu and 
the Department has made arrange- 
ments that in such cases the soldier 
shall be furnished with transportation 
in kind from Honolulu to San Fran- 
cisco and be given travel pay from the 
latter point to the place of enlistment, 
but these cases are very exceptional 
and under no circumstances would the 
department he justified in mustering 
out the entire regiment in Honolulu. 
The Department, furthermore, has in. 
contemplation some arrangement by 
•which men who wish to be discharged 
in the Hawaiian Islands in order to 
take up a residence there can be per- 
mitted to do so and may be given the 
right to transportation in kind from 
Honolulu to the United States at such 
time as they may desire to avail them- 
selves of it, either on government 
transports or on commercial lines, but 
exactly how this will be arranged has 
not yet been determined upon."

Langfitt, com- 
manding the battalion, recommended 
that their applications be granted if 
travel pay and other allowances be 
withheld, to which clause the men ob- 
jected. 


BROKERS DID WELL. 


has received copies of the proclama- 
tions issued by the three Consuls and 
the Chief Justice. 


It was stated authoritatively that 


Rear Admiral Kautz had been given 
no instructions to place Malietoa Tanu 
on the throne or to arrest Mataaf a, as 
has been reported, but he will act in 
the interest of peace and order upon 
the advice of the American and British 
Consuls, and will also consult with the 
German Consul, should that official in- 
dicate his- desire: to discuss .the situa- 
don with the American naval repre- 
sentative. 


In view of Chief Justice Chambers' 


decision, the probability is remote that 
the United States and Great Britain 
will consent to the enthronement of 
Mataafa, though consideration would 
be given to a recommendation to this 
effect from the three Consuls should 
they submit it. 


At the present time, however, the 


sentiment of the American and British 
Governments "is in favor of Malietoa, 
and Germany will be required to re- 
cognize his lawful election. 


The German Government is still 


awaiting full reports, and it is expect- 
ed that as soon as they are received, 
which will -be within the next few 
weeks, it will close the incident by 
withdrawing its Consul, as requested 
by this Government. 


What will be done with Mataafa Is 


a question which will have to be con- 
sidered, for it ia believed that as long 
as he is in Samoa he will be a cause 
of trouble, and it may be necessary to 
return him to exile.

SAN FRANCISCO, Feb. 19.—San- 


Francisco has ibeen mamed as- one of 
the two ports *or t&e establishment 
of the Army transportation service, 
and Colonel Oscar F. JLong, depot 
quartermaster, has 'been appointed gen- 
eral superintendent of the service here 
The Ammy transport service is organ- 
ized as a special branch or the Quarter- 
master's Department for the purpose 
of transferring troops and supplies be- 
tween tihe United States and over-sea 
garrisons and military commands. The 
service will toe conducted by the most 
improved methods of administration of 
a •chartered steamship business with 
tihe additional advantage Of military 
administration. 


At present the Government has eigh- 


teen, targe steamers plying ^between the 
port and the .Philippines, four of •Whlc'i 
hare "(been cfhartered witihin the last 
few days, and win be fitted out, Joaded 
and dispatched as speedily as possible. 
The regulations of the service require 
tfoe Government to ip/ocure wharf and 
warehouse facilities for the efficient 
and economical administration of the 
service. All these facilities are to be 
acquired in this cjity In the near fu- 
ture.

Miles court of inquiry to-day made a 
good start in its work.

The trend of questions put to the 


witnesses of the day indicated that so 
long as they agreed with General Miles 
as to the quality of meat furnished the 
troops in the "field, the only criticism of 
their position the court had to make 
was why they had not taken some offi- 
cial steps to have the matter remedied 
at the time. In every instance the reply 
was that the circumstances fn which 
the Army was placed, in a sickly for- 
eign country, with a large amount of 
fighting and a great scarcity of trans- 
portation on hand, precluded the possi- 
bility of any such action. In each in- 
stance the question was pushed no fur- 
ther on this line.

Spooner said on February 4nh. in me 
Senate debate that, "wfoefiher after j 
Congress has passed an act for thej 
government of tfliat territory (the Phil-1 
^pines), it ihaving become a part ofi 
the Lnited States, this clause of the 
Constitution which retires duties, 
imposts and ex«lses to be uniform, 
would preclude us from passing a tariff 
as ag-ainst importations from that ar- 
chipelago seems to me to be a close 
question," 


It is not assuring to be told by any 


Senator, especially one who- is a Re- 
publican, tihat tie proposition as he 
states dt, is a "close" question. Ha- 
waii is only a territory, and may 
remain so for an indefinite period. If 
her relations to the Federal system of 
government, especially that relation 
which deeply involves our prosperity, 
are to be subjected to the unstable 
legislation of Congress, the peace and 
comfort which we seen for is not at 
hand. 
» 


But even if Senator Sipooner calls 


this relation a "close question,' a is 
evident-that he has yet mo convictions; 
on the subject, nor has toe apparently 
considered it 


The McEnery resolution is, however, 


a «lear declaration tihat, although the 
Philippines have been ceded to the 
United States they have not been an- 
nexed, and will not be 
The Senate 


declares fiat, cession does not mean 
annexation. 
If, therefore, there ihas 


been no annexation, tbe Constitution 
and laws o' the United States do nol 
cover -these Islands, and tihere can be 
no fear that free sugar and free to- 
bacco from these Islands will compete 
wit*, the American products. 


In tfhls aspect of the case, the reso- 


lution may involve far reaching conse- 
quences for us. The Philippines, Cuba 
and Porto Rico cease to be a menace 
Co tie sugar and tobacdb industries of 


Mainland, and they cease, aa well, 


to be a menace to our own Industry 
The relations of the territories, New 
Mexico, Alaska, Oklohama and Ha- 
waii become purely speculative ques- 
tions, because -the conquered lands are 
now not to be regarded as territories 
which are within the reach of the Con- 
stitutional arm

vld Description of a Battle— 


Measuring Up the Fighters. 


iMr. R. Valentine Webster, a gentle- 


man wio <w as war correspondent for 
the Morning Post (London) in the 
Soudan campaign, and narrowly es- 
caped with 'his life at the battle of 
Atbara, was a through passenger on 
the Alameda from the Colonies yes- 
terday en route to the States. He is 
interested in tea {plantations situated 
near-Colombo. He is a fine aiinletic 
man lia che prime of man-hood, and an 
intimate friend of Araibi Pasha. For 
a leaglih of time Ihe was Arabi'e next 
door neighbor in Ceylon. Mr. Webster 
was travelling around the world in 
interest of Ma company, and had just 
been dn Russia, when Ihe reached Egypt 
and heard of Kitchener's Soudan Ex- 
pedition being fitted out Hawing held 
a commission for some time In the 
Ceylon Mounted Infantry, he applied 
for service to 'tlhe Egyptian Mounted 
Infantry, then starting for fche'Soudan, 
and got an appointment in charge of 
the Civil Transport, at once proceed- 
ing to the front. 


Whilst he was at Berber with the 


British Brigade the order came to ad- 
vance towards Aibara, to meet Mah- 
jnoud, the,Khalifa's general. He was 
then appointed assistant on the field 
to the officer* commanding the Army 
Service Corns, amd was appointed spe- 
cial correspondent to the Morning Post, 
which appointment came through Kit- 
chener himself, tin the battle of At- 
>bara ae had two marrow escapes. Two 
(horses ie was riding on that day were 
wounded one after the other. A bullet 
whilst he -was riding penetrated ibis 
left 'boot ' 


Speaking of the battle, ihe said. "We 


left a place called Mufctras at 5 p. on. 
on Ajpril 7, marching oat into the des- 
ert. Perfect silence had to be main- 
tained, aoJd no lights were allowed, not 
even a pipe. At 4 a* m. we approached 
the Dervishes zareba, and then waited 
ontel day began to dawn. At 5 o'clock 
th* glow of the rising sun began to ap- 
jpetat «tt the desert horizon, and we 
could Just discern a countless aomber 
of the enemy running to and do on 
the top of their stockade, evidently in 
a ere»t?s«.te of excitement .Our Brit- 
ish ibngade numbered 3,000 omen, under 
General Gattacre, and tihe Egyptian 
division, under General Hunter, about 
7,000. We afterwards found that the 
enemy numbered about 18,000. At 5:15 
we advanced to within 800 yards of the 
zareba. It was a 'beautifully clear 
morning,, tbe Woe sky overhead being 
without a /cloud-. At 6:15 we approach- 
ed to "within 600 yards wjaen- the order 
was given tor ttoe Egyptian artillery 
to oped fire, and uhen indeed ~we be- 
gan to realize that tihe long expected 
battle was imminent. The first shell 
exploded within the zareba. It was a 
wonderful sight. At tihe same instant 
tihe Dervishes disappeared from view 
into their dug-out trenches. For an 
hour and 20 minutes the Egyptian ar- 
tillery kept up a tremendous roar of 
cannon, discharging in that time 
1,400 


rounds. At 7:35 the general advance 
was sounded, the buglers began to call, 
the bagpipes to ekreel, and Che ketite- 
drams to beat, and the enemy was ap- 
pro&chod in a most imposing order 
When within 400 yards our infantry 
opened fire. Up to this few shots were 
fired by the enemy, and none took ef- 
fect; uut the moment our infantry 
opened nre we were met with a hall of 
bullets, which at first -were discharged 
too high, but in a few minutes began 
to find their marks, telling heavily in 
oar ranka as we advanced. The first 
man to fall always produces a thrilling 
effect In an engagement, and so it did 
here. It raised fine heat of our British 
blood, and the advance was dashingly 
made to the edge of the tareba, which 
consJated of a thick, thorny hedge. For 
a moment we were checked in making 
•way through it, .but as soon as thto 
•was effected there was a tremendous 
daah made for the etockade, and a 
shocking 'band to band fight ensued. 


" The carnage was .awfol Several offi- 


cer*, as well as men, fell^but in 15 
minutes the enemy was in fall flight 
across the Atbara River, and at 8:80 
a, nxr«4* "<seaae firing" was pounded.

Had the fire of the enemy been aimed

"Did you find 'that the French, or 


some other nation, 'had been Supplying 
them with arms?" 


"No. The Remingtons they used 


were captured cbiefly from Hicks Pa- 
sha's army land others, together with 
various arms from Gordon's soldiers. 
As to the ammunition it (had been man- 
ufactured in Omdurman. Wlbat im- 
pressed me especially was the .great 
dash and towage of the newly-formed 
Soudanese with us, and the Egyptian 
battalions led by British officers. They 
wdll enanre any amount, of fatigue; 
but tlhe Soudanese are the better fight- 
Ing men,, though iboth are good, k have 
a great opinion ol Kitchener. - He to 
a man wiflh great confidence in Mmself, 
-wlhich id a sreat thing In a general. He 
was well flikea ,by all, though a strict 
disciplinarian. I believe fee la a finer 
general *!han 1/ord Wolseley, and-(have 
heard many others eay the same thing. 


"The British and Egyptian forces 


chummed up splendidly throughout the 
campaign..

There are a great many 5-cent 
barber shops -which eell three tlcketa 
for 10 cents. There are also hundreds 
of stores and dwellings to rent 


But living la quite cheap. They sell 


thirty-six loaves of bread, for |1 and 
throw an extra one In too cash. The 
writer of the letter enclosed a price list 
of one of the restaurants. One can get 
there "28 5-cent meals" for $1, and a 5- 
cent meal means hot cakes with mush 
and coffee, or ice cream and cake, or 
one of many other dishes. Ppr ten 
cents one may get a beef steak with 
bread, butter, hot cakes and coffee. The 
writer concludes by saying that he 
hasn't found any place that beats Ho- 
nolulu.
